Pension Campaign Closes with 
Amount Sought 75 Per Cent. 
Oversubscribed.

NEW YORK GIVES $2,131,592 


System to Aid Clergymen in 
Operation with Payments at 
Rate of $203,000 a Year. 

The campaign to raise a $5,000,000 pen- 
sion fund for retired Episcopal clergy- 
men, which has been going on now for 
a year, has closed with the fund almost 
75 per cent. oversubscribed, it was an- 
nounced yesterday. The total subscrip- 
tions in the hands of J. P. Morgan, 
Treasurer of the fund, amount to 
1 $8,712,000. Of this $5,164,000 has been 
paid. : 

New York City contributed $2,131,592, 
or nearly twenty-five per cent of the 
total. In this city there were 2.587 sub- 
scribers whose names are recorded as 
having given a total of $1,678,947. More 
than nalf a million dollars were raised 
in this city in cash church collections. 

The Church Pension Fund is the larg- 
est of the kind ever raised, and, next 
to the Red Cross $100,000,000 fund, the 
largest charitable fund ever gathered 
in the United States for one purpose. 
When the campaign was started a year 
ago, $5,000,000 was announced as the 
goal to be reached. Later it was asked 
that this fund be oversubscribed in 
order .to place it on the soundest pos- 
sible financial footing. | 

The campaign was. made under the 
direction of Bishop. William Lawrence 
of Massachusetts. The fund had been 
so well subscribed by Feb. 28 of this 
year that the pension plan wes at Phat

‘lhe names 8 47,713 subscribers are 
actually on the books of the fund, but 
the number of those who actually gave 
is estimated in hundreds of thousands, 
as in numerous instances an entire con- 
gregation’s gift was entered and no 
record kept of contributions. A total 
of $2,019,610 was received in cash from 
contributors of whose names no record 
was kept.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—Just before 


the Senate adjourned yesterday the 
Committee on Printing submitted 
through Senator Smith of Arizona an 
exhaustive report on the news print 
situation, which was made public to- 
night. The report advocates the adop- 
tion of a resolution, directing the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission to supervise, 
control, and regulate the production and 
distribution of print paper and mechani- 
cal and chemical pulp in the United 
States, which will be taken up by the 
Senate at the regular session of Con- 
gress in December. 

In concluding the report the committee 
says: 

The committee submits the res- 
olution for the consideration of the 
Senate with the question whether it is 
better to safeguard the continuance of 
a free press in this country by assuring 
it an adequate supply of print paper at 

a fair and reasonable price or whether 
to permit a further increase in the ex- 
cessive profits of the paper industry, 


which the’ Federal Trade Commission 
declares is about to exact. $17,500,000 
more in excessive profits from the 


und patrtoticalty 
ernment in this fateful hour.” 

The report reviews the news print 
situation and quotes from reports of 
the Federal Trade Commission to show 
that the bulk of American newspapers 
are in danger of being driven to the 
wall on account of excessive prices for 
hews print and the inability to obtain 
a sufficient supply. 

Copious extracts are given from reso- 
lutions of editorial associations to show 
that the press of the country have no 
tear that Government control of news 
print production will mean a Govern- 
ment censorship of newspapers. The 
committee pays a high tribute to tHe 
patriotism of tue American press in the 
present crisis. 


The Proposed Resolution. 
The resolution which the committee

and that all mills producing i all 
agencies distributing feat paper and 
mechanical and chemical pulp in the 

ed States shall operated on 
Government account; ie these prod- 
ucts be led in the handg of the 
Federal rade Commission for the 
term of the. war and the emergency 
occasioned thereby, and equitably dis- 
tributed at a price based on cost of 
production and distribution plus a fair

Provided, That if the compensation

LONDON, Oct. 7.—Wild scenes, in- 
cluding an attempt to down the 
buiiding, marked the paci meeting 
today at the Brotherhood Church.

Uruguay has severed diplomatic rela- 
tions with Germany. A Presidential de- 
cree announced the rupture, following 
a vote in favor of it by the Chamber 
of Deputies, 74 to 23. Passports have 
been sent to the German Minister. 
The vote in the Chamber was taken at 
2 o clock this morning. 
President Viera in his message to the 
Parliament declared that the Uruguayan 
Government had not received any di- 
rect. offense from Germany, but that it

The coal situation differs from the 
food situation in that the quantity of 
the crops cannot be altered by the 
price this year, whereas the priee of 
coal has immediate connection with 
the relation of supply and demand. 
If there is a shortage of coal the

from the fact that already the price 
has been raised for some producers.

In free 
markets prices alter often. It would

Why don’t they 
unload? It is estimated that their ex- 
penses while lying in our ports have 
already exceeded 610,000,000. There 
are reports that Holland proposes to 
ask our Government for compensation 
in money. That would be folly. Own- 
ers of the ships, or of a majority, may 
be willing to follow the example of the 
Mexicano in Philadelphia, but they 
must have their Gevernment's per- 
mission. ‘There is risk of seizure if 
they fail to do so, and if they should 
remove the cargoes many of the ves- 
sels would be invited te enter our 
coastwise service. Neither their own- 
ers nor the Dutch Government can 
expect that our Government will allow 
them to lie here idle much longer, 
with the grain on board beginning to 
rot. This wheat and corn should be 
saved, and the ships should go to 
work.

Begin the week well by buying one 
or more of the new issue of Liberty 
bonds, as many more as you can af- 
ford or can manage to pay for by thrift 
and self-denial.

CHECKING THE SUBMARINES. 
There is a seemingly authentic if 
unofficial report from Washington 
that one of our newer destroyers, not 
vet in commission, has developed in 
the trials a speed exceeding by several 
sea miles the required speed of 35 
knots an hour. The knot is 6,080 feet, 
so that 35 knots are only a few hun- 
dred feet short of forty land miles. 
The new destroyer mentioned in the 
dispatches is one of a type of which 
the Government is rapidly completing 
a large number. With the menace of 
the German submarine already greatly 
diminished by the operations of Brit- 
ish and American destroyers, of which 
few are as fast as the American boats 
now building, it is easy to see why our 
naval authorities believe that the sea 
wolves will soon be conquered, | 
That Germany's undersea campaign 
has already been checked is shown, 
not only in the weekly decrease of ton- 
nage destroyed; but more strikingly in 
the 25 per dent. reduction of marine 
insurance rates by the United States 
Government's War Risk Insurance 
The reduction is made sim- 
ply because of the decreased risk, The 
Government did not go into the insur- 
ance business to make money, and 
lately it has made good interest on the 
capital invested.. The announcement 
of the reduction will not be agreeable 
news in Germany. It is not likely to 
be widely circulated there. 


THE NEW DYE INDUSTRY. 

Before the war more than nine- 
tenths of the dyestuffs consumed in 
this country came from Germany, 
whose manufacturers controlled the 
world’s supply of artificial dyes and 
the intermediate raw materials used in 
making them. There were five pro- 
ducing companies here, and their out- 
put was very small. ‘The industry 
did not attract American capital be- 
cause little or no profit could be gained 
in competition with the low-priced im- 
ported colors. War cut off the supply 
from Germany, and à shortage of dyes 
here seriously affected industries em- 
ploying more than 2,000,000 men. 

American chemists, capital, and 
manufacturers came to the rescue, 
and a great dyestuffs industry has 
been created. The number of manu- 
facturing companies has risen from 
five to more than 100, We are mak- 
ing what is needed, and more, so far 
as nearly all the many varieties and 
shades are concerned. A large part 
of the $230,000,000 invested since the 
beginning of 1915 in new chemical en- 
terprises is engaged in this work, Our 
exports of dyestuffs in the year imme- 
diately preceding the war were $356,- 
000, a negligible quantity. Last year 


they were $11,700,000. We are mak- 


ing as much as was consumed in the 
peace years, and receiving for exports 
more than we were then paying for 
imports from Germany or elsewhere. 
To show how formidable the problem 
was which our chemists had to solve, 
Mr. CULBERTson, a member of the 
Tariff Commission, recently pointed 
out that the industry required more 
than 900 distinct’ chemical products, 
taken from about 300 intermediates, 

which must be obtained from ten crude 
materials supplied by the distillation of 
coal tar. <As he said, the record of 
achievement “ reads like a fairy tale.” 
- We have made ourselves independent 
in this field. Output, capital invest- 
ed, and exports are growing. How 
shall our independence be tained 
10 the coming days of peace? Ger- 
many will strive to regain her old mar-

panies, capitalized at $400,000,000, 
have worked together fer the promo- 
as] tion of foreign trade.

It may be, as 
Dr. Hesse said at the recent Chemical 
position, that duties on some coal 
tar products will not be needed and 
would be only a premium on ineffi- 
eiency of operation and management.

What changes may be required 
cannot now be foreseen. |

But a policy is not necessarily to 
be condemned because it is open to ques- 
tion, All the circumstances of the case 
must receive attention before a decision 
is reached, and it is not to be denied 
that there are arguments for, as well 
as against, reprisals.

GREEK DEPORTATIONS. 


The Needs of the . Vietims of 
Turkish Cruelty. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The deportation and atrocious slaugh- 
ter of the Greeks in Asia Minor, the de- 
portations to the total number of 700,000, 
by the Turkish authorities have been 
overshadowed by massacres, larger and 
more appalling, of Armenians and Syr- 
lans. 

No attention was attracted by the sack 
in June, 1914, of Phocee, a Greek city 
near Smyrna, The account of the de- 
struction appeared in the Revue des 
Deux Mondes, December, 1914. The nar- 
rative by the French archaeologist, M. 
Felix Sartiaux, an eyewitness, showed 
that this massacre of the Greek inhabi- 
tants of this city by the Mohammedan 
neighbors and Turkish troops matched 
every Armenian massacre in its char- 
acter, though there was less wanton 
murder, 

A year later Greek deportation began 
on a scale second only to the great 
crime in Armenia. At least one-half of 
the Greek population has been deported 
from the cities and hamlets on the 
coast of Asia Minor from the Black Sea 
to the eastern end of Cilicia, or around 
three-fourths of the coast of this pen- 
insula, 

For these acts no excuse or pretext 
whatever existed in rebellion, resistance, 
conspiracy or agitation against the Ot- 
toman Empire. This Greek population 
has always been free from opposition 
to the rule of the Turkish Government. 
The only reason for this atrocious crime 
was and is to take support from the 
claim of both Greece and Italy to the 
control of the littoral of Asia Minor on 
the ground that it has a large Christian 
population. The deportation of 700,000 
Greeks from this section will net leave 
enough Christians to give body to this 
plea of Greece and Italy. But this 
is more than a mere diplomatic or 
strategic movement, Deportation means 
slavery and death to the deported. The 
victory of the Allies will undoubtedly 
take the Asia Minor littoral from the 
Ottoman Empire; but meanwhile the 
need of relief for these suffering Greeks 
is as urgent as for the Armenians and 
Syrians. 

The Greeks were the first race te be 
slaughtered in the new development 
of the Ottoman Empire. The first of 
these eutrages was a century ago in 
1818, and this was followed by the 
Turkish massacre in Scio in which 25,000 
were killed, 47,000 deported and only 
5,000 left alive. It was this that aroused

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LIGHT ON THE 108 REPLY TO THE POPE. 


Te the Editor of The New York Times: 
Cable dispatches as well as private 
letters received by Italian ecclesiastics 
and others in this city from their Vat- 
jean friends ge far toward clearing up 
the mystery which has surrounded the 
Austrian and frerman replies te the 
peace note of Pope Benedict of Aug. 1, 
and to clarify the real purpose and in- 
tent of .the note itself. 

These advices seem to show. that the 
chiefs of the military party in Germany 
succeeded in having the notes recalled 
and modified after their dispatch by 
special couriers to the Vatican, and that 
the Vatican, on forwarding the modified 
note to the Chancelleries of the Allies 
on Oct. 2, caused a postscript ta be 
retary of State, which intimates the 
nature of the excisions by stating that 
Germany and Austria are, at least, dis- 
posed to entertain a suggestion from 
the Allies embracing the Pope's basis 
for peace negotiations: Complete 
evacuation of Belgium, with a guaran- 

of her full politieal, military, and 
economic independence of every power 
whatsoever; likewise evacuation of 
French territory.“ 

In an interview with Mgr. Frederico 
Tedeschini, Under Secretary of State to 
the Vatican, the Rome correspondent of 
A BC, the wll known Royalist-Catho- 
lic journal of Madrid, quotes this prel- 
ate as denying that the Pope’s note, 
the text of which was then (Aug. 10) 
known only to the Vatican, contemplat- 
ed a return of the world to the status 
quo ante-bellum, 

A Christian peace, he said, such as 
the Holy Father contemplated, must 
have as its basis not only the restora- 
tion of Belgium and Alsace-Lorraine, 
but that of Italia Irredenta, of Cathelic 
Poland to its own, the return of Pales- 
tine to a Christian Government, and the 
unification of Rumania—the ancient Ro- 
man province of Dacia. 

These terms were authoritatively said 
to be his Holiness’s private idea of a 
Christian peace, and the reason he did 
not set them forth in his note was be- 
cause he could not, as the head of the 
Roman Catholic Church, say what would 
be taken, by. the Catholic States of Ger- 
many and Catholic Austria, as the preju- 
diced judgment of an Italian. 

What has been published as the texts 
of the Austrian and German replies to 
the Papal note were given out by a 
Zurich news agency on Sept. 21. The 
reply of Austria had been handed to 
Mer. T. Valfre di Bongo, Papal Nuncio 
at Vienna, on Sept, 20. The reply of 
Germany had been forwarded by Mgr. 
Dr. Frühwirth, the Papal Nuncio at 
Munich, 

As these two notes appeared in the 
press of the world on the 22d neither 
was sigued and both appeared incom- 
plete—seeming introductions rather. Ap- 
parently from internal evidence, Em- 
peror Charlea had signed the Austrian 
note, which was addressed to the Holy 
Father; but who had composed the 
German one, who had signed it, and 
whom its address, Herr Cardinal,” 
designated are stil] mysteries. 

Between Sept. 22 and Sept. 4g the 
Pope had read no other versions than 
those published in the press. 

On Sept. 20 Cardinal Gasparri af- 
firmed this to date in 4n interview with 
a Roman journalist, saying: I assure 
you that the Vatican has not yet re- 
ceived officially the Austro-German re- 
ply to the note of peace of his Holiness. 
So we must confine eur conversation to 
merely the text communicated to the 
press.“

If the German Government did not add 
to the reply te the Pope explanations rela- 
tive to Belgium, one may ask how is it 
that certain German paperg have been 
able to anneunee with so much assurance 
these supplementary explanations, 

The truth is now said to be that, un- 
instructed by either the Wilhelmatragse 
or the Ballplatz, the Papal Nuncios at 
Munieh and Vienna had conveyed. these 


“supplementary explanations "' to their 


colleague, the Nuncio at Monaco, who 
had, in turn, conveyed them in person 
to Cardinal Gasparri in the form of a 
note verbale.“ 

By Oct. 1, therefore, Pope Benedict 
was in possession of the intreductions 
to the Austro-German replies, similar 
in text to what had been given out at 
Zurich as complete on Sept. 21, and 
also the note verbale,“ referring to 
Belgium and France, handed to him 
by his representative at Monaco. 

It was his duty to forward what he 
had received as the “official’’ notes 
to the Allies. But should he ignore the 
note verbale,“ without which the Aus- 
tro-German anawers to his Holiness’ 
peace note would he no anawer at all? 

On Oct. 2 Cardinal Gasparri handed 
to the British Minister at the Vatican, 
Count de Salis, the Austro-German re- 
plies in the form he had received them 
from the couriers. But to the German 
note alone there was a brief postscript 
added by the Papal] Secretary of State, 
which it was left to the discretion of the 
recipient to make public or not. 

What was this postscript? The first 
edition of the Giornale d'Italia ef Oct.
